Ihe represenialives OF Britain and the 
United States have submitted a joint reso- 
lution to the U.N. Economic and Social 
Council, at present in session at Geneva, 
requesting the Secretary-General to pre- 
pare, in collaboration with the Executive 
Secretary of the International Refugee 
Organisation, a preliminary dralt conven- 
tion on the solution of legal difficulties 
arising from the absence, because of wat 
events or persecution, of persons whose 
death cannot be conclusively established 

The proposed convention is intended 
to facilitate allocation of unclaimed pro- 
perty of persons presumed to have died

A peace settlement, among other matters, 
will have to take account of the fact -that 
some 300,000 Arabs have left the territory 
of the Jewish State and are now destitute 
From the reports published by the British 
military and civilian authorities in the clos- 
ing weeks of the Mandatory regime it is 
evident that very nearly the whole of this 
mass movement occurred during the latter 
half of April and the first weeks of May, 
when British control was. still effective 
enough to deny the Jews access to the “ no- 
man s-land™ between Tel-Aviv and Jaffa. 
and to supervise, assist, and in some cases 
direct, the panic flight of the Arabs from 


Jaffa, Haifa, Tiberias, and other places. 
Previously, large numbers of peasants had 
left their villages and moved into Arab-con- 
trolled areas under the guidance of the, self- 
styled “liberation army.” Although these 
facts are widely known, the ECONOMIST, 
which enjoys an enviable reputation for 
accuracy and objectivity, last week asserted 
in a leading article: “The Arab refugees 
were systematically stripped of all their be- 
longitigs before they were sent on their trek 
to the frontier.” It is astonishing to find such 
a baseless and irresponsible charge in an 
influential journal. Whatever looting took 
place—and all armies without exception 
unfortunately loot in war-time-—it Oc- 
curred after the Arab population had 
decamped, panic-stricken, without being 
compelled to leave its homes. Undoubtedly 
there would have been looting In Jerusalem 
if the Jewish population had fled at the first 
rumble of guns—but. they did not flee. 
Therein lies the difference that propaganda 
is now {trying to obscure 

A new factor in the situation, which may, 
however, have an important influence on the 
peace moves, is foreshadowed in the 
dispatch which we publish this week from 
Mr. Jon Kimche from Geneva If, as 
appears to be the case, the United States 
attitude towards Israel is cooling off, with 
the result that the U.S.S.R. and its satellites 
are becoming Israel's principal champions, 
the results, may be very grave. Such a 
policy would be tantamount to playing the 
Russians’ game, for Communist influence, 
which at present is a negligible force in

ORPHANS ON HOLIDAY 


NO thought of the delights of holiday-time 
would be complete which did not include tts 
special association with the rightful pleasures 
of childhood. ‘And the hearts of many 
readers must be gladdened by the reports 
which are appearing in our columns of the 
joyful holidays provided for refugee child- 
ren who previously passed through 
unimaginable terror and suffering. One very 
successful plan has been that of the Child- 
ren’s Marrainage Scheme, organised by the 
Jewish Committee for Relief Abroad. This 
has provided a month’s holiday with foster- 
parents in Anglo-Jewish homes for 45 child- 
ren from the Continent, whose parents were 
either Polish or Belgian deportees during the 
war, and who are cared for: by the Belgian 
welfare organisation, the Aides aux Israelites 
Victimes de la Guerre. Another splendid 
scheme has been that of the Jewish Workers’ 
Relief Committee, which has arranged a 
holiday home at the village of Prestwood, in 
Buckinghamshire, for S80 French Jewish 
children, who are under the care of the 
Socialisuscher Kinder Verband the 
Cercle Amical. In the illustrated article 
which we recently published, it was men- 
tioned that many of these children had sw 
tar forgotten they were Jews, when first they 
were taken into their hostels and homes, that 
they asked when they were going to church 
for Mass. In our present issue, also, ts an 
account of another group of French-Jewish 
orphans, the wards of the Central Committee 
for Resistance and Assistance, who are enjoy- 
ing holidays here through the efforts of the 
Workers’ Circle Children’s Committee. Yet 
another report describes the forthcoming 
visit here of a refugee orphans’ choir, who 
come from a hostel in France managed by 
the Jewish Scout movement. All these child- 
ren are receiving a carefully planned educa- 
tion designed to enable them—despite the 
searing effect of Nazi persecution—to lead 
lives of usefulness and service. In this diffi- 
cult. task of rehabilitation, facilities for 
recreation and holiday are of enormous 
therapeutic and psychiatric importance. 
These holidays, therefore, freely offered with 
affection and understanding, are of deep 
significance for the salvaging of these childs 
ren'’s lives. In this connection, the article, 
“Children with the Belsen Look,” on page 5, 
will be read with deep interest. This des- 


cribes the practical work of Children and 
Youth Aliyah on the Continent. It was an 
imaginative and useful gesture to invite a 
number of the honorary workers in Britain 
to see at first hand for themselves—and thus 
be in a position personally to make known 
to others—the actual rehabilitation work of 
this splendid movement. Among the Youth 
Aliyah activities which greatly impressed 
these visitors was the holiday home at Rome. 
Who can doubt what holidays mean to the 
children’s rehabilitation ? 


BRATISLAVA RIOTS 


[He story of the riots in Bratislava, reported 
on page 1, will shock those who had expected 
that, with the establishment of the new regimes 
in Eastern Europe, there would be an end, if not 
to anti-Semitism, at least to anti-Jewish violence. 
Ihe Kiecice pogrom in Poland, in July, 1946 
indicated that a radical change in Government 
does not always result in a radical change of 


heart in the people. And in this respect 
Slovakia, the most backward region of the 
Czechosiovak Republic, has especially 


bad record. Under the banner of natioral in- 
dependence, the Separatists, led by Father 


Hlinka—a Catholic—-before the war succeeded 
in arousing anti-Jewish feeling among the 
people. After the death of Father Hlinka in 


1938, younger leaders organised the Slovaks on 
lines very similar to Nazism. It was they who 
proclaimed Slovakia’s independence when the 
Nazis occupied Czechoslovakia in March, 1939. 
The first laws promulgated by the Slovak 
National Assembly were racial measures 
directed against the Jews. The Hlinka-Guard 
was formed and was mainly responsible for the 
destruction of Czechoslovak Jewry (to-day only 
40.000 Jews remain, as compared with 360.000 
in 1939; of these 15,000 live in Slovakia). All- 
though the Hlinka Party was dissolved after the 
liberation of Czechoslovakia and its leaders im- 
prisoned (except those who fled to the Vatican), 
it is apparent that the autonomy granted Slovakia 
under the Kosice Programme of 1946 was used 
by the Separatists to regroup their forces; during 
the crisis tn February, when rumours of a 
~ reactionary coup spread in the country pro- 
scription lists ” of anti-Fascists and Jews were 
drawn up in Slovakia. The riots in Bratislava, 
which ts the home of one of the oldest Jewish 
Communities in Eastern Burope, are directly 
attributable to the political backwardness of a 
large section. of the Slovak population. Even 
the “excuse ” given by Cardinal Hlond that 
the Kielce pogrom was due to the presence of 
Jews in leading positions in the new Polish 
regime cannot be given as the reason for the 
Slovakian riots since there are few—if any 
Jews imong the leaders of the new Czechoslovak 
Republic. It is to the credit of the Government 
that immediate action was taken and the culprits 
broucht to account, As far as the Jews are con- 
cerned,. the deplorable events will. certainly 
speed up the desire of the majority to emigrate 
to Israel (in April 2,000 applied for Israeli visas 
in Slovakia). Their readimess to defend them- 
selves recalls the courage shown by Jews during 
the fsarist pogroms of 1905. 


ORIENTAL STUDIES 


THE contemporary renaissance of Hebrew 
studies gives cause for very legitimate pride and 
optimism. It affords a substantial toundation 
to our faith in the future of Jewry. Yet these 
studies cannot be divorced from their wider set- 
ting, and their fostering has a deep sign ficance 
for the world in general no less than tor the 
Jewish people in particular. It ts from this 
angle, that Dr. S. Stein's article, on page 11. 
about the recent 2!st International Congress of 
Orientalists at Paris. chiefly deserves to be con- 
sidered. He describes how Hebrew and allied 
subiects found their honoured place in the very 
comprehensive programme which occupied the 
attention of Orientalists from all over the world. 
The worth of these subiects is verv far from be- 
ing merely academic or antiquarian. since they 
convey a living spiritual message for mankind. 
Originating in the East, they bring renewed 
vigour to a sick Western civilisation through 
contact with the awakening Orient of our own 
day. Ir. this regard. the place of Hebrew studies 
may well be of cardinal importance. For Pales- 
tine has again been restored to its historic posi- 
tion as the gateway between East and West. It 
would be difficult to think of a more appropriate 
venue for a future International Congress of 
Orientalists than the City of Jerusalem. Among 
the delegates who attended the recent Paris 
gathering were dist'neuished scholars in the field 
of scientific and Biblical. studies from both 
Palestine and Britain. The recommendations of 
the Interdepartmental Commission (the Scar- 
borouch Report), published last vear, gave great 
hope of a much needed expansion of Oriental 
studies in this country. And lately there has been 
public discussion of the Government's measures 
to implement the commission's proposals. With- 
in the framework of the projected development 
of Oriental studies at British Universities, it is 
to be hoped that the claims of Hebrew and 
Biblical studies will not be overlooked. There 
are great traditions in this field which go back 
for many centuries, and of late years Modern 
Hebrew has also cained recognition. It is im- 
portant that the authorities concerned should 
take appropriate action to meet the growing in- 
terest in these subjects and the requirements of 
a modern scientific approach.

Jews Worse Off 


In the wake of the steadily advancing 
French armies, there appeared—almost 
overnight—magnificent mew cities, Dusy 
ports and railway stations which always 
stood apart from the ancient native towns 
and villages. The magic flood of 20th- 
century civilisation swirled round and past, 
but never through, the mellah, and by the 
time the bleary-eyed Jews had recovered 
from the wonder of it all, they woke up 
to the realisation that, in many respects, 
they were worse off than they had ever 
been before. 

in modern Casablanca’s main square, 
Place de France, there stands a mammoth 
wooden hoarding which, innocent though 
it is of display-malter, eloquently testifies 
to the ignominy of Morrocan Jewry. 
This ungainly wooden hoarding has been 
erected to mask the crumbling ramparts 
of the mellah, considered a fit place of 
residence for tens of thousands of dest- 
tute Jews, but not fit to be seen by 
civilised passers-by. Even a much- 
frequented gateway of the mellah ts thus 
concealed, and Jews wishing to enter and 
leave by it afe obliged to bend double 
beneath the hoarding which is set up on 
low stilts. 

This is but a relative indignity imposed 
by the intrusion of a superior ciyilisauion.
